Description: The Heritage Book is a four-color coffee table book of original words and pictures reflecting 
the title; “Heber Valley, Courtship of the Land and the People.” 
Submission Reguirements: l 

Photography: You may submit up to 12 original photographs that best reflect the photographers 
interpretation of the theme. The preferred medium is 35mm slides or 4x5 large output 
transparencies. When ever these mediums are not available, the photographer must submit a 
minimum size 5x7 print and the negative. Digital photos only can be used in the case of a 
commercial quality digital camera and submitted on a floppy disc or CD. Black and white 
photos are also encouraged. We will be including some of the black and white photos from 
Heber Valley’s early years. We want to present a “Now and Then “ layout whenever 
appropriate. 

Writing: Submit up to five original written pieces ranging from personal essay, short story or poetry 
each reflecting the writers interpretation of the theme. Maximum word length is 1000 words 
per piece submitted. Submit material electronically using Word or Word Perfect. Please 
double space your submissions, use only a left justification and set your margins at 2.5 and 
19. These requirements do not apply to poetry, since a poet may use the format as part of 
the piece. 

Due Dates: All Submitted Material must be received by May 15, 2001. Submissions need to be in a 
protective envelope and turned in to Shauna Bennett at 113 West 200 South Heber City, 
Utah. Entries may be submitted earlier to expedite the layout deadline. 

Editing: Heber Valley Arts Council will retum all work for editing with a required five day turn 
around from the Artist. In the case that the Artist cannot meet the deadline, the Council 
reserves the right to edit in relation to grammar and spelling. Content will only be edited on 
a space requirement basis. 

Proofs: All Artists will have the opportunity to review the proofs of the book. Because of the limited 
time left for this project, there will only be one or two nights for this review. Please let us 
know if you will be gone for any length of time during the month of July, 2001. 

Ownership: Photos and writing should be free of copyright restrictions and the artist must be willing 
to have there pieces printed for the one-time use of this book and any additional reprints. We 
would also like to use photos that do not go into the book for a Heber Valley Calendar for 
2002. Itis understood that the submissions remains the property of the artist and that there 
will no charge for the use of their works. 

Consideration: Each participant will receive one complimentary copy of the book. The book will 
also be made available to the libraries in the area. 

Promotion: The grant we have received require that we have a panel discussion with the artists to 

share with the public the process of this book. We will hold an open house for the Display and the 

panel discussion on Wednesday, February 6, 2002. We need all participants to plan on participating 
on this panel and in helping to run the open house. All participants also need to be willing to help sell 
the book during the weeks of the Olympics. By submitting materials, all participants agree to have 
their name and their selected submissions used in promotional events and materials.
